Col. Kelly was not present in 
person but his views, expressed in 
an exhaustive paper, were the 
basis of all discussion that fol- 
lowed. With him sided E. C. La- 
Rue of Pasadena, attached to the 
United States Geological Survey; 
Frederick H. Fowler, a San Fran- 
cisto consulting engineer, and J. 
C. Allison of Los Angeles, another 
consulting engineer. All four op- 
posed the immediate erection of a 
lofty power dam at Boulder Can- 


yon,

“The proposed high dam in 
Roulder Canson should not de 
built, because it will curtail ulti- 
mate power development by 300,000 
horsepower and ultimate irrigation 
by about FQ,000 acres, 

“This 300,000 horsepower would 
be required to lift water out of the 
Colorado to a point where it can 
flow by gravity to Los Angeles 
along the line advocated by the 
Boulder Canyon proponents. 

“All the development on the 
Colorado will be built by private 
<apital under adequate Federal 
and State regulations if the river 
is given over to development un- 
der the Federal Water Power Act. 

“Tf the Federal government de- 
cides to provide flood storage for 
the Lower Basin, it should be pro- 
vided in Mojave Valley. where it 
will conform to the maximum use 
of the river for all purposes. Such 
a dam should be designed and op- 
erated for the present in a man- 
ner that will not increase the low- 
water that will be provided tor 
Mexican lands.“ 

“Steps should be taken as early 
as practicable to negotiate a suwuit- 
able treaty with Mexico, covering 
the maintenance of levees, canals. 
etc., and an agreement as to the 
water will be provided for Mexi- 
can lands.“ 


PRIORITY OVER POWER 

Col. Kelly laid the foundation 
for his paper on the declaration 
that flood control and irrigation 
should have priority over power, 
and in this policy even his fore- 
most and most vigorous opponent, 
Mr. Davis, concurred. 

“Permanent settlement of: the 
Colorado Basin,“ said Col. Kelly, 
“will be largely dependent on irri- 
gation. It is probable that in the 
immediate future power will have 
a greater value than irrigation, 
but as power can be obtained from 
other sources than the river, it 
‘should not be allowed to curtail 
the ultimate irrigation develop- 
ment.

The return waters from the irri- 
gation of 6,000,000 acres in the 
projects above them alone will fur- 
nish the comparatively small area 
of Mexican lands with an ample 
supply of water for evermore. 

“Aside from this fact, it has 
been shown that there is more wa- 
ter in the regulated stream than 
there are lands in both countries 
to place it on. With this know- 
ledge in view, any strife existing 
between the two countries in the 
division of the dis- 
appear and a treaty arrangement 
wherein American water can 
passed through Mexico under com- 
plete contro] of American owners 
should be made easy.” 


URGE ADHERENCE 

Mr. Fowler urged adherence to 
the Federal Water Power Act, in 
its integrity. If special legislation, 
as proposed in the Swing-Johuson 
bill, were passed, he argued that 
other special ac’s would be sougyt 
for regulation of other 1! rtant 
streams, such as the Columbia, St.

JUMPS PLANE IN 
DARK; IS UNHURT 


Lieut. Macready Leaps 1800 
Feet in Parachute 


Lauds Sefily on: 
_100-Foot Precipice 


Surprises Crowd Which 
Thought Him in Wreck 


{BY A P. NIGHT WIRE) 

DAYTON (0.) June 19.—Lieut. 
John A. Macready, veteran army 
flyer, added the most thrilling 
chapter last night to the story of 
his air exploits. ; 

He has flown across the cont!- 
nent in a day. He has ascended to 
a height of more than 24,000 feet 
and come down stiff as an autom- 
aton from the intense cold. 

Last night he crawled out on the 
wing of his airplane, the motor 
of which had gone dead, jumped 
and pulled the rip cord of his 
parachute and started down 
through 1800 feet of blackness. — 
He landed without a scratch. 
The story of the flight and jump 
was told by Macready today. 


MINGLES WITH CROWD 

One of the. strangest features 
ame after he landed. His plane 
fallen to the earth with a 
crash and was immediately envel- 
oped in lames. Crowds congregat- 
ed around it and stood in horrified 
anxiety, helpless to make a move 
to extricate the aviator, who they 
felt sure, was trapped in the flam- 
ing wreckage. 7 
Macready suddenly walked into 
their midst. He had landed @ 
short distance away and had seen 
the plane crash as he glided 
through the air. 

Macready was returning from @& 
night airways flight from Colum-. 
bus, when the motor of his plane, 


his ship was 
“dead,” he said his first thought 
was to land, if possible, where no 
lives would be endangered. 

So he headed for the outskirts 
of Dayton, finding his position by 
means of the city lights. 

Shortly the plane reached 
strange territory, with darkness 
below. 


PREPARES FOR LEAP 
“Then I prepared to jump.“ he 
said. “My altimeter showed that 
Il was between 3000 and 3400 feet 
from the ground. I loosened my 
safety belt and threw one leg 
over the side of the ship, keeping 
one hand on the control stick. 
“Finally I crawled out .om the 
wing of the plane and attempted 
to nose the ship up so I could 
leave without any danger of hav- 
ing the parachute catch. I had 
to work fast. 

“I let go of the plane and let 
the wind blow in free. I decided 
to count two betore I pulled the 
rip cord of the parachutte, so as 
not to foul the plane. 

“I don’t know in what position 
I wags in when I left the ship, 
whether I was upside down or 
not. But I heard the parachute 
open with a snap and I knew I 
would land safely some place.”

Teachers of Own Races’ for 
Schools Recommended. 


(BY cam DISPATCH) 
MEXICO CITY, June 19.— 
About a month ago a delegate was 
dispatched from the Mexican De- 


of Education to report 
on the educational facilities in the 
southern State of Chiapas, and es- 
pecially with regard to the Indign 
population. 

He. hag returned, and presented 
a lengthy report to the Indian Cul- 
ture Departmen t of the Ministry, 
and from it would appear that a 
lamentable condition of affairs 
— 2 in that State. To quote a 

w of the delegate’s observations: 

“Of the 360,000 inhabitants 
the State of Chiapas, 
completely illiterate. Indian 
races are scattered widely through- 
out the entire State. 

they have forgotten their 
old life and customs and today 
dress decorously, speak Spanish 
and even have acquired a relative 
culture. The Zoque race, which 
lives in the west of the State; the 
Zonton tribe, who occupy the banks 
of the River Grijaiva, and the 
Manes, who live on the Guatema- 
lan boundary, are more or leds 
civilized, and if the majority of 
them are unable either to read or 
write, that is bec 


etely indifferent

to the Spanish conquest, and they

The delegate suggests that, 
where the Indians speak Spanish.

as to improve their general condi- 
tions, and to teach them practical 
trades. ‘Those who do not speak 
Spanish first should be taught that 
language, and so make national 
subjects of them, and not allow 
them to remain as a kind of for- 
eign slave.

Business Summary; Politics; Rail Earnings; Secret 


of the Hairpin; Customer Ownership 


Business conditions in Southern 
California do not show any mate- 
rial change over last week, accord- 
ing to the week-end Bradstreet 
summary which says that a can- 
vases shows buying restricted to 
immediate needs, it being expected 
that there will be a decrease in 
prices of wearing apparel. Collec- 
tions continue slow in most lines 
although the food dealers report 
them very good. A slight increase 
is found in the buying power in 
hardware trade although sales are 
not costless and collections have 
decreased in this line. In the 
Plumbing trade collections are 
slow to very slow with payments 
5 to 10 per cent less than in 1923. 

Building permits have decreased 
considerably and the trade does not 
expect any large operations until 
fall. Real estate continues quiet 
although,a number of the larger 
operators are putting on intensified 
campaigns. for subdivisions. The 
tendency of the banks to hold 
funds strictly for commercial pur- 
poses has somewhat discouraged 
real estate buying. Rents and 
prices continue high in the business 
section of the city with compara- 
tively few vacancies in proportion 
to new activities. 

Surrounding territories report 
business slow. Oil production is on 
the increase with slowing up of de- 
mand crops. The cantaloupe crop 
from the Imperial Valley is very 
large with prices below year. 
Recent hot winds will somewhat 
affect this crop. Other vegetable 
lines report decrease in size of 
crop over last year, but prices are 
fairly good. Receipt of produce 
in the local market is heavy. The 
cotton crop from the Imperial 
Valley is expected to be large with 
prices very good.

TRADE REVIVAL | 

In 1923 there was an overpro- 
duction. By the end of this year it 
looks as though we will have 
swung to the other side of the 
short cle and attained a state 
of underproduction. Last year the 
American people bought heavy 
supplies of clothing and automo- 
biles and the railroads bought rec- 
ord quantities of freight cars. In 
1924, therefore, the railroads do 
not need to buy so many freight 
cars because they have a plentiful 
supply, and the general public can 
reduce their pure of clothing 
and other necessaries of life be- 
cause they are well supplied and 
therefore in a position to retrench 
and economize slightly. It is quite 
certain, however, that a shortage 
of goods will develop by the end 
of the year if the public continues 
to economize and the factories 
continue to curtail production. 
Production is now less than con- 
sumption in many lines. The sup- 
ply of goods in the country will be 
so reduced by the end of 1924 that 
Lincreasing production will be need- 
ed during 1928. i 

It is not intended to convey the 
impression that politics do not have 
an effect upon business; only that 
there is nothing 80 far in the pres- 
ent campaign to warrant wide- 
sprea defiaction.

Many Russian Mennonites, once 
resident in Canada already have 
migrated into Mexico, settling in 
Chihuahua. Their population 
there now numbers 6500. Mr. 
(ioeldner says that within the last 
few days three more trains of 
the Canadians have arrived in 
Chihuahua. The Mexican officials 
are much pleased with the in- 
dustry and character of the Men- 
nonites, and it recently has been 
decided to make efforts to get 
them to come directly from Rus- 
sia, the first steps in that have 
been taken by arrangement with 
the Mennonite leaders. Losses 
suffered in the Russian revolu- 
tion and the decrees of the soviet 
authorities restricting religious 
liberties have caused their desire 
to leave Russia, in another of the 
migrations that have made up the 
history of that people. There are 
110.000 Mennonites in Russia, Mr. 
Goeldner says, so if the Mexican 
colonies are successful the pres- 
ent migration may become impor- 
tant. 


SECCEEDED IN KANSAS 

The Mennonite sect was founded 
in Switzerland among Swiss of 
German blood. Mr. Goeldner says, 
and in 1645, because of religious 
persecutions, they migrated 
through Germany into Russia. 
Their language still is low Dutch, 
and they are tall, hardy men of 
pure Teutonic stock. Nearly a 
century ago Russian Mennonites 
jin considerable numbers immi- 
grated to neas, and their suc- 
cess in turning the Kansas prairies 
into rich agricultural tands evi- 
denced their ability as colonizers. 

“If there is anything in the soil, 
the Mennonites will get it out,” 
says Mr. Goeldner. “They are 
willing to work two or three years 
to establish farms. At present the 
Mennonites in Russia are poor be- 
cause of the losses suffered by the 
revolution, but arrangements are 
being made to finance the move- 
ment and the Mexican government 
will turn over suitable lands on 
easy terme. The Mennonites in 
Kansas and Canada will assist 
their brethren who are stranded 
in Russia. 

It is planned to establish the 
first groups from Russia on lands

An interesting sidelight 
on the two transactions lies in the 
report that the Southern Pacific 
had to pay four times as much for 
the property as did the El Paso 
and Southwestern. 
However, the two deals left the 
Southern Pacific in possession of 
about two-thirds of the property 
involved in the Plaza terminal 
project which the Southern Pa- 
cific, up to the present at least, 
has vigorously opposed.
